were drowned. The victims, ail of 
whom were Philadelphlans, were: 
Florence Densmore, 19; Mazie Ken- 
nedy, 18; Maud Rurter, IS; Mamie 
.Sullivan, 21; Florence Bend. 21; Ber- 
tram Osmond, 19. and Roy Ricker. IS. 
John Moore, 21. was rescued. The 
picnic party pitched camp at Rose 
Glen, along the Schuylkill river, and 
separated for a row on the river, those 
above "mentioned herns iniijme boat. 


The girls were huddled ia the stern. 


one of the boys was rowing: and the 
other sitting on the bow of the boat- 
After, getting in the middle of the 
river and finding the current too swift 
the boat was rowed In toward shore. 
meanwhile being carried slowly down 
stream. The oarsman decided to go 
through the loess, and as he ap- 
proached the dam he was hailed by 
the locfckeeper not to approach any 
closer; the warning was not heeded. 


The oarsman kept on rowing until 


ae found the lock was closed. He at- 
tempted to turn the boat, which was 
about 50 feet from the dam and 25 
feet from shore, but turned he wrong 
way. A moment later and the boat 
was In the swiftly, moving current- 
Realizing for the first time that they 
were in danger, the girls began 
screaming and the oarsman lost con- 
trol of the boat. Just as it reached 
the breast of the dam the entire eight 
stood up and the boat went over the 
dam stern first. 


The drop to the rocks is about 12 


feet. The boat struck the water bot- 
tom np, and as it disappeared the 
whole party was nnder it. When the 
boat reappeared Moore was clinging 
to its keeL Osmond came to the sur- 
face and made a frantic effort to 
reach shore by swimming, but sank 
aad drowned. The six girls never rose- 
to the surface. 


Moore floated fully half a mile 


down the river before rescued.
